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THE national body set up 
to oversee hospital trusts 
has used its special powers 
to intervene over Dorset 
County Hospital’s multi¬ 
million pound financial 
crisis. 

Following the resigna¬ 
tion of the chair of the 
board of trustees inde¬ 
pendent regulator Monitor 
has used its formal powers 
of intervention to appoint 
retired Lyme business ex¬ 
ecutive Jeffrey Ell wood as 
interim chairman of the 
Chair at Dorset County 
Hospital NHS Foundation 
Trust. 

Monitor was setup as a 
body that is independent of

the Government and re¬ 
ports directly to Parlia¬ 
ment. 

The depth of the finan¬ 
cial crisis at the Dorchester 
hospital is revealed by 
Monitor giving it the No 1 
“highest risk” category 
which “indicates serious 
concerns about the finan¬ 
cial governance of the 
trust.” 

It is forecast that this rat¬ 
ing would remain through¬ 
out the financial year 
2009/10. 

The emergency appoint¬ 
ment of Mr Ellwood fol¬ 


lows the decision of the 
trust’s chairman, Robin 
SeQueira, to resign - and 
the revelation that the trust 
faces a predicted debt of 
£7.4 million by next year. 

Monitor has also insisted 
that the trust’s Member’s 
Council immediately starts 
its formal recruitment 
process to appoint a per¬ 
manent chair. 

At its meeting last week 
Monitor’s Board found the 
trust to be in significant 
breach of a term of its au¬ 
thorisation due to its fail¬ 
ure to comply with its 


general duty to exercise its 
functions effectively, effi¬ 
ciently and economically. 

In particular, Monitor’s 
board said it was con¬ 
cerned by the trust’s ongo¬ 
ing financial position and 
the deterioration in finan¬ 
cial performance and oper¬ 
ational efficiency over the 
last twelve months. 

The body said in a state¬ 
ment: “Monitor is now in¬ 
tervening to ensure that the 
trust has the board-level 
leadership and capacity 
needed to return to a se¬ 
cure position, while at the 
same time ensuring patient

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TO celebrate Halloween the view from caught 
up with one of Dorset's very own paranormal 
investigators to find out the truth about the 
spooky spectacle. 

During the day Dave Goulden is a radio pre¬ 
senter for Dorset's Wessex FM and manages his 
Dorset based production company Evoke 
Media. When he can find the time though Dave 
researches and investigates alleged haunted 
dwellings with his team "Paranormally Active". 

Dave lives in Weymouth with his girlfriend 
Leila and has two son's. Bradley aged 8, and 
Pressley who is just 16 months. 

Dave was born in the old Portwey hospital and 
was educated at The Wey Valley School in Wey¬ 
mouth. After working for Radio Shambles, the 
former Weymouth Hospital Radio station, in the 
1980s, Dave pursued a career in the media. 

Dave reveals his close encounters and the 
places he'd love to take his paranormal investi¬ 
gations to next. 


■ WHERE did your interest in paranormal activ¬ 
ity begin? 

I had as a young boy a number of strange dreams and odd 
things happen but it all started in my early 20s. I used to 
stay with a friend who lived in Glastonbury, Somerset. 
She lived in the typical old haunted country house where 
there were ghost stories and legends in abundance. The 
house was allegedly haunted by an old lady who had 
owned the house previously. She had been spotted on a 
number of occasions sat in an old rocking chair on the 
landing by my friend and her family. 

■ WHERE are the most haunted places you have 
visited? 

Earlier this year I was part of an investigation team who 
visited The Old Black Dog at Uplyme. This fantastic 
property is now a guest house. There is a great history 
that surrounds the building going back many years. One 
of our group was very sensitive to the spirit world and 
felt there was a young boy following me around for most 
of the evening. Later about 20 minutes into a vigil we 
could hear the sound of coat hangers rattling together, 
and on further investigation found a small cupboard door. 
Inside there were coat hangers gently swaying of their 
own accord and they had not been disturbed by any other 
member of the group. Incidentally they were at the height 
of a small child. Further a field I have visited Edinburgh’s 
famous Blair Street vaults in Scotland. 

■ ARE there any locations you'd love to investi¬ 
gate? 

Athelhampton House near Puddletown, which dates back 
to the 15th century, is at the top of my wish list. It has a 
number of spirits that are said to roam including the grey 
lady who walks the east wing and a monkey who was 
trapped in a secret staircase. Portland Castle, which was 
built by order of King Henry VIII in 1540, is another 
favourite. 



■ DO you think that TV shows have increased the 
public's interest in the paranormal? 

Definitely. Working in the media I can imagine how hard 
it would be to sell a TV format that is based around a 
paranormal investigation. The first flaw is that it’s unpre¬ 
dictable and sometimes simply nothing happens. Ghosts 
don’t have a history of playing up to the camera so hat’s 
off to anyone who has broken down the taboos surround¬ 
ing the paranormal and has made a successful TV show 
around it. 


■ DOES a paranormal investigator have a gift or 
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can anyone do it? 

Anyone can do it. The only advice I would give is to do 
your research and get to know all aspects of paranormal 
investigation from psychic protection to various gadgets 
that can be used. Also keep a rational head on and look 
first for the logical explanations to alleged phenomena. 

■ IS there an increase of paranormal activity at 
Halloween? 

It is thought that the veil between the living and spirit 
world is thinner at the time of Halloween. Personally I 
think it’s down to luck again. Halloween is celebrated in 
many different ways around the world and seems to have 
evolved from many different customs and traditional old 
English and Gaelic festivals. 

■ WHICH three guests would you invite to a Hal¬ 
loween banquet? 

The late Harry Price who was a legend, and pioneer of 
paranormal research. Stephen Fry because he is a truly 
fascinating man and John Peel who could tip me off on 
up and coming bands to look out for. From the other side 
of course. 

■ WOULD you rather be a werewolf ora vampire 
and why? 

Vampire. They seem to have far more fun and get around 
more spooky places. My girlfriend would prefer this an¬ 
swer too. Only because she’d rather wake up next to 
Robert Pattinson who plays vampire Edward Cullen in 
the Twilight film. 

■ IF you were a ghost for a day what would you 
do? 

I would rather stay in the spitit world and catch up with 
ancestors like my granddad. I’d also get a few tips from 
the professionals on how to haunt yet not be seen, which 
seems to be the best kept secret on the other side.

care remains the highest 
priority. 

“Our objective in taking 
this regulatory action is to 
ensure that the trust is well 
led in order to provide 
safe, high quality care for 
patients. We have taken 
swift action to appoint Jef¬ 
frey Ellwood as Interim 
Chair in order to ensure 


that the strategic and oper¬ 
ational leadership is in 
place to stabilise the Trust 
and assist in its successful 
recovery. 

“It is important to note that 
Monitor has no reason for 
concerns as to the quality 
of the clinical care pro¬ 
vided by the Trust to its pa¬ 
tients. The intervention 
relates to matters of strate- 
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gic and operational leader¬ 
ship capacity and in re¬ 
sponse to serious financial 
challenges.” 

Jeffrey Ellwood was previ¬ 
ously the trust’s Vice Chair 
and Senior Independent 
Director. He retired fol¬ 
lowing a long career in 
marketing chemicals and 
pharmaceuticals and sev¬ 
eral years as a company 
chief executive. He is also 
a local magistrate and 
chairman of the council of 
Brunei University. 

Derek Smith, the new 
Chief Executive at the hos¬ 
pital trust, said he wel¬ 
comed the involvement of 
Monitor and that his new 
team was ready to face up 
to and tackle the challenge 
set before them. 

He said: “Over the last 18 
months the financial prob¬ 
lems of the Trust have 
grown and action was not 
taken quickly enough to 
address these issues. We 
are now facing a deficit of 
up to £7.4 million this fi¬ 
nancial year. 

“Our new executive team 
are working on a daily 
basis with Monitor and all 
our other health partners to 
put together a plan that 


will safeguard the long 
term future of hospital 
services in West Dorset 
and stabilise our finances. 
“The support of all our 
partners - our patients, 
staff, community, local 
media and all our health 
agency partners - will be 
important if we are to im¬ 
plement a really effective 
plan. 

“Monitor makes clear in 
their statement that we 
need to ‘exercise our func¬ 
tions effectively, effi¬ 
ciently and 

economically.’ All those 
three words are important 
and cannot be separated. 
We need to be effective 
and efficient in the way we 
deliver services and we 
need to live within our 
means. I am pleased too 
that Monitor affirmed that 
it had no reason for con¬ 
cern as to the quality of 
clinical care provided by 
the Trust to its patients. 
“As much as we would all 
like to have everything we 
ask for, we all know that is 
unrealistic, particularly in 
the current economic cli¬ 
mate. Our job is therefore

PEOPLE over the age of 50 are ben- 
efitting from help provided by 66 
part-time Wayfinders who operate 
right across Dorset. 

They are part of the Dorset Partner¬ 
ship for Older People Programme 
and one such Wayfinder, Colin 
Smith, works in Weymouth and Port¬ 
land. 

He explained: “Wayfinders have a 
huge list of contacts and information 
to help older people find out about 
most things you can think of. If they 
don’t immediately have the informa¬ 
tion to hand then they will go and re¬ 
search the answer. 

“Some of the things they can help 


older people with are details of local 
lunch clubs and social events, learn¬ 
ing opportunities and outings. 

“Older people may need to know 
about public transport, how to get to 
the hospital or transport to visit the 
doctor. 

“Maybe an older person could do 
with some help around the house or 
in the garden, but don’t know who to 
trust? Your Wayfinder can help them 
find the right person. 

“If someone has a have a form or 
letter which is worrying them or 
wonder if they may be entitled to 
some extra money each week, then 
the local Wayfinder can put them in 


touch with someone who can help.” 

He added that Wayfinders are 
happy to give talks to local groups, 
to raise awareness about the services 
that are available.

Residents and traders asked 
to assess economic projects 


WEST DORSET residents and businesses are being 
asked to assess a string of projects designed to help 
Dorset through the current economic downturn. 

Their decisions will then directly influence the alloca¬ 
tion of £50,000 in support of the two schemes judged the 
most worthwhile. 

The idea originated following a recent survey of the 
Dorset Citizens’ Panel, which is made up of 3,000 county 
residents. 

The results highlighted the damaging effects of the re¬ 
cession, and called for more help in reducing bills, pro¬ 
viding welfare advice, protecting the vitality of town 
centres and giving people the skills to find new employ¬ 
ment.

Five projects were pitched to the group, and the 40 par¬ 
ticipants - including many young people - voted on the 
one they felt would best help local people through the 
current economic climate. Council funding of £25,000 
will now be allocated to funding specialist welfare ad¬ 
vice. 

Results from the events will go to inform the county 
council Cabinet in December. Feedback, updates and in¬

Panel Newsletter, published in the council’s quarterly

In 2000 she became the youngest person to win the 
London Wheelchair Marathon, beating Tanni Grey- 
Thompson. 

She rides, abseils, kayaks, swims and has even taken 
part in a tandem parachute jump and tried her hand at 
hang gliding. 

Sarah would love to help other disabled youngsters 
reach the Paralympics, yet another target she has set her¬ 
self. 

Rory had gathered together a group of both able-bodied 
and disabled youngsters to take part in this pilot work¬ 
shop. 

Several of them attend the Saturday Club and the All 
Stars Drama Club in Femdown, both organised for the 
disabled by Sandy Cave.

Rory would love to recruit volunteers to assist with 
these workshops, enabling as many people as possible to 
take part in this wonderful initiative. 

Councillor David Barrett has added his support to the 
project. 

He said: “Far too much emphasis is placed on the neg¬ 
ative side of young people’s behaviour. We often criticise 
youngsters, but this is one initiative that has been taken 
on by a youngster to help other people and make this a 
better world to live in. 

“Rory deserves all our support, and the community 
should get behind him 100 percent.”

No courtesies for showing ‘era— 

No knowing ’em!

No inkling of the way—no notion— 

“No go” by land or ocean— 

No mail—no post— 

No news from any foreign coast— 

No Park, no Ring, no afternoon gentility— 

No company—no nobility— 

No warmth, no cheerfulness, no healthful ease, 

No comfortable feel in any member— 

No shade, no shine, no butterflies, no bees, 

No fruits, no flowers, no leaves, no birds— 
November!

Stay safe on Guy Fawkes' night 


DORSET Police, Fire and Rescue 
Service and Trading Standards 
Service have issued their annual 
warning to avoid accidents on Guy 
Fawkes’ night. 

In addition Safer Neighbour¬ 
hood Teams will be carrying out 
extra patrols throughout the Bon¬ 
fire Night period. 

A Dorset Police spokesman said: 
“Bonfire Night is a great opportu¬ 
nity for local communities to get 
together and have fun, but we 
want to make sure that the public 
are kept safe and feel safe. 

“It is important to remember that 
some members of our community, 
such as older residents and young 
children, can be scared by fire¬ 
works and find them distressing. 

“Parents must also make sure 
that they keep their children safe 
during Bonfire Night celebrations, 
as bonfires and firework displays 
can present dangers to children. 

“Members of the public are also 
reminded that it is an offence for 
anyone under the age of 18 to have 
adult fireworks in their possession 
in a public place. Retailers will be 
liable to prosecution if they are 
found selling fireworks to anyone 
under the age of 18.” 

Ivan Hancock, Divisional Trad¬ 
ing Standards Manager for Dorset 
County Council, said: “I would 
certainly urge people to only buy 
fireworks from reputable suppli¬ 
ers, such as usual known retailers, 
and follow any instructions pro¬ 
vided carefully. 


“The fireworks they sell undergo 
significant safety testing and there 
are stringent requirements on ex¬ 
plosive content, performance and 
instructions for safe use. 

“If the public have concerns 
about any shops or outlets selling 
unsafe fireworks, storing them un¬ 
safely or selling fireworks to those 
under the age of 18 they should 
contact Consumer Direct on 
08454 04 05 06, and we will in¬ 
vestigate.” 

Trading standards officers are 
currently carrying out annual 
checks at retailers to ensure fire¬ 
works are safely stored and cus¬ 
tomers and employees are not put 
at unnecessary risk. Any Dorset 
retailers requiring advice on the 
sale or safe storage of fireworks 
can contact the Trading Standards 
Service Business Advice Line on 
01305 or 01202 224702. 

Anne Newell, Prevention Deliv¬ 
ery Manager at Dorset Fire and 
Rescue Service, said: “We would 
like to encourage all those enjoy¬ 
ing the season to be safe, we 
would therefore urge anyone who 
is using fireworks or having a bon¬ 
fire to consider the potential fire 
risks. 

“There are a few simple things 
that can be done to reduce these 
risks, always follow the instruc¬ 
tions on each firework and light 
them at arms length, using a taper 
and ensure that bonfires and fire¬ 
works are away from sheds, 
fences and other flammable mate¬ 


rials. 

“If you see anything suspicious 
or anyone attempting to light 
unauthorised fires, please call 999 
and report it immediately. 44 

The Firework Code: 

• Only buy fireworks marked 
BS 7114 

• Don’t drink alcohol if setting 
off fireworks 

• Keep fireworks in a closed 
box 

• Follow the instructions on 
each firework 

• Light at arm’s length, using a 
taper 

• Stand well back 

• Never go near a firework that 
has been lit. Even if it hasn’t gone 
off, it could still explode 

• Never put fireworks in your 
pocket or throw them 

• Always supervise children 
around fireworks 

• Light sparklers one at a time 
and wear gloves 

• Never give sparklers to a child 
under five 

• Keep pets indoors 

Bonfire advice: 

■ Site well away from houses, 
garages, sheds, fences, overhead 
cables, trees and shrubs and al¬ 
ways away from fireworks 

■ Before lighting the fire, check 
that no pets or children are hiding 
inside it 

■ Build the stack so that it is sta¬ 
ble and will not collapse outwards 


or to one side 

■ Never use flammable liquids 
- paraffin or petrol - to light the 
fire 

■ Don’t burn foam-filled furni¬ 
ture, aerosols and tins of paint or 
bottles 

■ Keep everyone away from the 
fire - especially children, who 
must be supervised at all times 

In addition, Dorset Police is is¬ 
suing the following advice about 
firework and bonfire displays: 

♦ Fireworks must not be let off 
after 11pm (this is extended up to 
midnight on 5 November itself) 

♦ Young people under the age of 
18 cannot buy - or be in posses¬ 
sion of - adult fireworks 

♦ Children must always have 
adult supervision at firework and 
bonfire displays 

♦ All firework and bonfire dis¬ 
plays must be properly supervised 

♦ Safety advice that accompa¬ 
nies fireworks must be read and 
followed at all times 

♦ Always keep a bucket of 
water close by

Oxtail salad 

serves 4-6 

BRAISED oxtail may not 
be the obvious choice for 
a salad but I’ve often 
made this when I have 
left over braised oxtail 
from a dinner. 

It can be served in 
summer or winter - you 
just need to change your 
vegetables according to 
the season. 

For the braised oxtail 
Lkg oxtail, cut into 2- 
3cm thick pieces and 
trimmed of any excess 
fat 

1 onion, peeled and 
finely chopped 

2 garlic cloves, peeled 
and crushed 

1 teaspoon thyme leaves 
60g butter, plus more 
for the carrots 

50g flour, plus a little 
extra for dusting 

2 teaspoons tomato 
puree 

100ml wine 

2 litres beef stock or a 
couple of good quality 
stock cubes, dissolved 
in 2 litres hot water 
salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

For the salad: 
a handful of small salad 
and herb leaves 
1 carrot, peeled and 
finely shredded into 
matchstick like strips 
1 turnip, finely shred¬ 
ded into matchstick like 
strips 

For the dressing 
1 tablespoon cider vine¬ 
gar 

teaspoon English mus¬ 
tard 

3 tablespoons extra vir¬ 
gin rapeseed oil 

First braise the oxtail: 
Preheat the oven to 
220 Q C/gas 7. Season the 
pieces of oxtail and 
lightly dust them with 
flour. Roast in the oven 
for 30 minutes, turning 
them half way through 
to make sure they're 
nicely coloured on both 
sides. 

Meanwhile heat the 60g 
butter in sauce pan and 
gently cook the onion, 
garlic and thyme for 3-4 
minutes until soft, stir¬ 
ring every so often. Add 
the flour and tomato 
puree and stir well. 
Gradually add in the 
wine and stock, stirring 
well to avoid lumps 
forming, and bring to the 
boil. Add the pieces of 
oxtail then simmer gen¬ 
tly on a low heat for 


about 2 hours. (You 
could use a pressure 
cooker for this, it would 
cook in half the time) 
Check the pieces of ox¬ 
tail. The meat should be 
tender and easily re¬ 
moved from the bone; if 
not, replace the lid and 
cook for another 15 min¬ 
utes or so. 

Drain the oxtail in a 
colander over a bowl to 
reserve the sauce. 

When the oxtail is cool 
enough to handle re¬ 
move the pieces of meat 
from the bone and place 
in a saucepan with a lit¬ 
tle of the sauce. 

Make the dressing by 
whisking all of the ingre¬ 
dients together and sea¬ 
soning. Toss the salad 
leaves, carrots and 
turnip with the dressing 
and arrange in the cen¬ 
tre of the serving plates. 
Reheat the oxtail a little 
and spoon piles around 
the salad with a small 
amount of sauce just 
coating the meat then 
spoon a little more dress¬ 
ing over the oxtail.

Food festival 
on Facebook 

ORGANISERS of the Bridport Food Festival have 
launched a Facebook page this week to highlight 
their work and encourage debate about local pro¬ 
duce. 

The page will give up-to-date information about 
the work of the Local Food Group, run discussions 
about food in Bridport and offer insight into the 
work of local producers. 

Within its first week it had attracted some 45 fans 
including MasterChef winner Mat Follas, who owns 
Beaminster's Wild Garlic restaurant. 

It comes as the group prepares for its first annual 
general meeting combined with food and wine tast¬ 
ings to be held next month. 

The decision to use the social networking site 
comes as the group hope to consolidate their suc¬ 
cess at Bridport after being crowned Best Dorset 
Food Town at the Taste of Dorset Awards. 

The Taste Of Bridport event will also act as the 
launch pad for next year's festival themed on making 
local food accessible to all. 

The group hope the meeting at The Salt Flouse, in 
West Bay, at 6pm on 26 November, will bring in new 
people and retailers interested in taking part. 

Chairman Amanda Stretfeild, of Denhay Farms, 
said: "This year's event was incredibly successful in 
terms of the producers and the numbers of people 
coming to see what we do, I think people really 
could see the potential of it. 

"But we need new people to get involved whether 
they are a producer, a retailer or just lovers of local 
food we'd like you to join us. 

"Next year's theme is aimed at getting the message 
across that good local food is there for everyone not 
just the wealthy. 

"By having a presence on Facebook we hope that 
people - and especially young people - will be able 
to see the work that we do. 

"As time goes on and more people join we'd like 
give more information about foods in season and a 
chance to question local producers.

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A job to make her family proud Q| 


M other of 

four Vanessa 
Critchell felt 
as if she was drifting 
through life. 

After doing a number 
of cleaning jobs to fit 
around her children 
when they were 
younger, Vanessa had 
worked her way up to a 
job as a personal shop¬ 
per. As her youngest 
children approached 
school age Vanessa felt 
she wanted a challenge, 
a job of which she and 
her children would feel 
proud. 

“My job wasn’t chal¬ 
lenging enough,” she 
said. “There wasn’t 
enough for me to get my 
teeth into. As a special 
constable you can never 
predict what the streets 
are going to be like.” 

Vanessa added: “I re¬ 
member watching the 
‘Would you, Could you’ 
campaign and I felt that 
I could do it. 

“I initially joined up as 
a special to see if it was 
something I’d like to do 
and now you can’t stop 
me. 

“It’s a really challeng¬ 
ing role and I feel so 
privileged to do what I 
do.” 

When Vanessa signed 
up to be a Special Con¬ 
stable she agreed to 
work a minimum of four 
hours a week, but she 
far exceeded this, clock¬ 
ing up almost 650 vol¬ 
untary hours in her first 
seven months. 

Now, working along¬ 
side her role as a Deten¬ 
tion Officer, Vanessa is

time Detention Officer and is putting in her application to 
become a Regular Police Officer. 


unable put the same 
amount of hours into her 
voluntary role. But her 
commitment at the time al¬ 
lowed her to quickly build 
up to working independ¬ 
ently and tutoring other 
specials. 

She said: “It was at a 
time when the children 
were at school so I had this 
big gap in the day where I 
was able to do something. 

“I joined the safer neigh¬ 
bourhood team and I put in 
a lot of hours and then, 
once I had been signed off 
on my personal develop¬ 
ment profile, I was able to 
go out on independent pa¬ 
trols. 

“I would just deal with 
minor level stuff or go and 
pick up CCTV footage, but 
it’s where I got my ground¬ 
ing and now I can come in 
and just pick up minor jobs 
in the system and go out 
and deal with them. 

“I’m a tutor as well so I 
can take another special 
with me. Basically its all 
the things that regular po¬ 
lice officers do. You get a 
sense of pride that you are 
helping out the regular 
force.” 

Vanessa’s work as a De¬ 
tention Officer is currently 
a relief role but she will 
soon be working full time. 
She got the job through her 
work as a special but says 
she couldn’t choose be¬ 


tween the two roles now. 

“It’s a chance to see the 
other side of things,” she 
said. “When you’re out on 
the streets you go to inci¬ 
dents and you arrest people 
and you bring them into 
custody but for a lot of of¬ 
ficers that’s the last you see 
of them. We have a de¬ 
tained persons unit so they 
might not even conduct the 
interview.” 

Representing the police 
at street level is obviously 
not a role for the faint 
hearted and demands an 
open mind and a calm na¬ 
ture. 

Vanessa said: “We don’t 
necessarily always look 
after people in custody 
who are guilty. We have al¬ 
leged offenders who come 
in and it’s making sure you 
find the balance and treat 
everybody with respect, 
making sure you are fair to 
everybody and not passing 
any judgement. 

“Some of the reasons be¬ 
hind people coming into 
custody can be quite diffi¬ 
cult to deal with, but you 
have to maintain that level 
of professionalism and not 
allow any of your personal 
feelings to come into what 
you are dealing with. 

“You can’t make any 
snap judgments. You have 
to always be ready to 
change the way you per¬ 
ceive something and you 



have to think outside the 
box sometimes. People are 
so unpredictable. You can 
turn up at a job and think 
that a person is going to be 
perfectly calm and sud¬ 
denly they become very 
volatile. You have to have 
your wits about you all the 
time for your own personal 
safety and for your col¬ 
leagues. 

“To do the job you have 
got to be very open 
minded, so if you have got 
strong opinions about 
things, it might not be the 
role for you. You need to 
be adaptable and you need 
to be able to see things 
from the other person’s 
point of view. You have to 
be able to come into a sit¬ 
uation and be able to sepa¬ 
rate out the kind of ‘he 
said, she said’ accusations. 

“There is nearly always 
an offender and a victim 
but the victim may not al¬ 
ways be the person you 
think it is. 

“Your highest priority 
through anything is to pre¬ 
serve life, so if you are in¬ 
herently quite a selfish 
person, then you probably 
aren’t able to do that. If 
you’re not able to em¬ 
pathise with people then 
you probably wouldn’t 
make a good police officer. 

“You have to put your¬ 
self in other people’s shoes 
because even the worse of¬ 
fender is going to have 
feelings and thoughts 
about the situation.” 

Despite the hard work of 
the volunteer specials, 
Vanessa feels that at times 
the police are unfairly crit¬ 
icised. Criminals are often 
portrayed as getting an 
easy ride by the UK justice 
system but Vanessa feels 
that we could all do more 
to stop young people turn¬ 
ing to crime. 

“I think the police get a 
rough deal,” she said. 
“‘The police quite often 
get the blame with discrep¬ 
ancies in the court system. 
The police officers go out 
there and they make arrests 
and look into things, fol¬ 
lowing up allegations and 
trying to make the public 
safer. It isn’t the police’s 
fault when these offenders 
go to the magistrates court 
and for whatever reason 
they are let go. 

“You regularly get mem¬ 
bers of the public saying 
‘you don’t do your job’ or 
‘your not doing it good 
enough’ or ‘what’s the 
point in me making a state¬ 
ment he’s only going to be 
out again tomorrow’, but it 
will be down to the crown 
prosecution or down to the 
magistrate or even the 
crown courts. 

“Obviously we all have 
our rules to follow but all 
of these have been put in 


place to protect members 
of the public. 

“Outwardly I’m sure to 
some members of the pub¬ 
lic it would appear that 
criminals have an easier 
ride than they used to but a 
lot of rules and regulations 
were bought in to protect 
innocent people from ex¬ 
periencing hard sentences 
when they didn’t deserve 
them. It’s about finding the 
balance and eventually we 
will hopefully find a bal¬ 
ance where people will 
know we have zero toler¬ 
ance to certain kinds of be¬ 
haviour. 

“I think we have all got 
to take on some responsi¬ 
bility. Our children get 
away with too much be¬ 
cause we are almost scared 
to parent them anymore 
and it’s too late once they 
become young adults and 
they start coming into the 
system. 

“The police are not par¬ 
ents and if it is not nipped 
in the bud when children 
our younger then its even 
more difficult to deal 
with,” she said. 

Policing in Weymouth is 
a busy job but Vanessa 
feels that the crime trends 
regularly portrayed in na¬ 
tional media are always 
relevant to the county. For 
police in Weymouth a 


much bigger concern is the 
forthcoming Olympics. 

Vanessa said: “There is a 
small gang culture around 
Weymouth but not any¬ 
thing like you would find 
in big city areas. The little 
gangs that are about here 
are almost laughable. 

“There aren’t any gang 
colours or initiations round 
here they are just groups of 
guys with nothing else to 
do who think that running 
together and calling them¬ 
selves something is a good 
way to pass the time. It’s 
not a big issue for us. 

“I didn’t realise what a 
big drug culture we had 
until I became a special but 
again its nowhere near 
what its like in the city. 
Dorset is a nice safe little 
haven to live in and we are 
very lucky that we have 43 
Specials in Weymouth and 
Dorchester alone. 

“There will be a big in¬ 
take in the build up to the 
Olympics because Dorset 
is a very tiny place and it’s 
going to have a real influx 
of a lot of people. But we 
are prepared and know that 
we are going to be dealing 
with a rise in theft like 
crimes and things like pick 
pocketing. One of the 
Chief Constable’s main 
priorities is to make people 
feel safer and to provide a 


safer place for people to 
come to visit.” 

Growing up in foster 
care Vanessa always 
looked out for her two 
younger brothers and 
younger sister. It’s this 
nurturing nature that she 
thinks pushed her in the di¬ 
rection of her job and it’s 
something she hopes to de¬ 
velop further in the future. 

“I have always had that 
nature to protect people 
and this job fulfils that,” 
she said. “ I think if you 
ask any officer why they 
do it they would say it is to 
protect people. 

“I don’t think anybody 
does the job for the pay or 
for any sort of reward. I 
think it’s about a personal 
sense of achievement. 

“In the future my hope 
would be to get into the 
regulars and, if I did that, I 
would like to become a 
family liaison officer. I’d 
like to liaises with families 
at big incidents like road 
traffic accidents and again, 
it’s another nurturing role 
and eventually, if my age 
allows it, I would like to 
work my way up to be¬ 
come a negotiator.”

Even in five-door trim, the Corsa ecoFLEX achieves 
99g/km and, like the three-door, is equipped with a 
Diesel Particulate Filter (DPF) as standard, which dramat¬ 
ically reduces the most harmful emissions. As a result, 
Corsa ecoFLEX drivers will benefit from not only the low¬ 
est 13 per cent BIK diesel band, but full exemption from 
VED (Vehicle Excise Duty). 

Yet incredibly, this parsimony has not dented this 
Corsa's driveability. Despite the improvement in fuel con¬ 
sumption and emissions, the ecoFLEX packs 21 per cent 
more power from its 1.3 CDTi turbodiesel engine, its out¬ 
put rising from 75 to 95PS. Torque is also up by 20Nm to 
190Nm available at just 1750rpm, allowing drivers the 
kind of flexibility normally vacant in eco-class cars. 

To achieve this rare combination of performance and 
frugality, the Corsa ecoFLEX's 1.3 CDTi now employs a 
variable geometry turbocharger which significantly im¬ 
proves both performance and efficiency. To support the 
higher turbo pressure, the compression ratio has also 
been reduced from 18.0 to 16.8:1, while the injection sys¬ 
tem's calibration has been revised to boost low-end 
torque and peak power. 

As a result, the Corsa ecoFLEX's performance is en¬ 
hanced further, despite using taller gearing. It will now 


accelerate from 0-62mph in 12.3 seconds and reach a 
maximum speed of 110mph. 

Using the chassis and aerodynamic modifications from 
the current Corsa 105g/km model, the new ecoFLEX also 
benefits from a 20mm lower ride height than standard 
and in Life trim gets 175/70 low-rolling resistance tyres 
on 14-inch steel rims (Club models get 15-inch steel rims 
with alloys as an option) and aero-optimised wheel trims. 

The Corsa ecoFLEX is available in Life and Club trim only.

OLYMPICS 2012 

Olympic events planned for Dorset 

THE United Kingdom is aiming to host a world class 
sporting event on average every two weeks in the 
1,000 days before the start of the London Olympic 
Games and Paralympic Games in 2012, UK Sport an¬ 
nounced today. 

The agency responsible for bringing world-class 
sports events to this country, announced a list of 64 
events which it is targeting for towns and cities across 
the UK, including Weymouth and Dorchester, before 
the opening ceremony of the London Olympics in 
2012, beginning with today’s UCI Track Cycling 
World Cup in Manchester. 

Alongside sporting cities such as Manchester, 
Sheffield and Birmingham which regularly stage 
major events, the final 1,000 days before the 2012 
Olympics and Paralympics will see towns such as 
Weymouth, Dorchester, Hereford and Largs, Scotland, 
hosting championships that will provide the opportu¬ 
nity for top British competitors to compete in world- 
class events on home soil. 

While Weymouth will host sailing events, UK Sport 


has yet to announce what will take place in Dorch¬ 
ester. 

More than 17,000 international competitors would 
be expected to take part in the events, providing the 
British public with an opportunity to catch a glimpse 
of current and potential Olympic and Paralympic 
champions in action. 

The 64 events cover 30 different Olympic and Para¬ 
lympic sports and represent a £32-million investment 
- £11 million directly from the UK Sport Lottery 
Funded World Class Events Programme. 

The programme was developed by UK Sport along¬ 
side regional partners and the relevant sporting Na¬ 
tional Governing Bodies. Of the events listed, 25 are 
already confirmed; 2009 has seen 19 world-class 
events successfully delivered as part of the plan. 

John Steele, UK Sport CEO, said: “We believe this 
is the most comprehensive programme of major 
events leading into a Games that any host country has 
ever put together. 

“It will provide British athletes with the opportunity 
to perform in front of a home crowd and the public 
with a chance to experience world-class sporting ac¬ 
tion in their local area.”

EARLY DOUBLE EARNS WIN FOR MAGPIES 


Dorchester Town 1 Dover Athletic 3 

DORCHESTER Town failed to maintain the form shown mid¬ 
week when they produced their first away win of the season 
at Maidenhead. 

After an even first-half that saw the Magpies go in level with 
second-placed Dover Athletic, they fell behind to a penalty and 
then conceded another sloppy goal soon after before a mis¬ 
take by assistant manager Ashley Vickers meant there was no 
way back. 

Manager Roy O'Brien gave debuts to Yeovil Town loanees 
Andre McCollin and Louis Lavers, whilst Steve Devlin made his 
home debut after signing earlier in the week. 

With former Premiership player Nicky Southall ready to shoot 
on sight Dover were a real threat in the first half hour. The for¬ 
mer Manchester City midfielder showed his intent on seven 
minutes when Mark Jermyn slipped going for the ball on the 
edge of the box. Southall pounced on the loose ball to strike a 
superb shot which Regan Coward did brilliantly to get down 
and turn around his left hand post. 

Ryan Moss, paired with McCollin up front whilst Phil Walsh 
continued his role in the heart of the Magpies defence, was un¬ 
lucky with Dorchester's first real effort on goal when his header 
from Jermyn's free kick deflected off a defender for a corner on 
11 minutes. 

Southall brought the best out of Coward again on 16 min¬ 
utes, this time turning a bullet header from the Whites skipper 
over the angle of the goal as it headed for the top corner from 
Adam Birchall's cross. 

The game ebbed and flowed as both sides put together brief 
spells of neat football, and on the half hour Dorchester almost 
went ahead. Moss won the ball and played it backto Ian Selley 
who dissected the Dover defence with an exquisite ball for the 
striker to chase. Visiting keeper Dave Wilkinson spread himself 
on the edge of the box and mangaged to get a deflection on 
the ball as Moss's touch took it beyond him but agonisingly 
just past the far post eluding the inrushing McCollin. 

At the other end Southall finally beat Coward with a fierce 
drive from 25-yards but fortunately for the Magpies the ball 
whistled just wide of the post. 

McCollin then fired across goal after being put in by Neil Mar¬ 
tin who cleverly controlled Selley's long ball, but then should 
have put Dorchester ahead with just two minutes to the break. 

When Dean Hill slipped, the former Fisher Athletic player had 
a free run on goal, but having rounded Wilkinson overran the 
ball allowing Thomas Wynter to hustle him off the ball just six 
yards from goal. Wilkinson recovered to parry Jermyn's follow 
up shot before Hill blocked Selley's effort on the line before the 
ball was hacked clear. 

Dover brought on Danny Walder for the injured Oily Schulz 
at halftime, and he gave the visitors more penetration down 
the right side and provided the cross from which Shaun 
Welford should have done better than head wide from close 
in on 52 minutes.

Nevertheless they have flattered to 
deceive a little this season, losing a couple of games that they re¬ 
ally should have won and are just off the pace in the Dorset & 
Wilts League Division One (South) as a consequence. 

Bridport, who host the game, have also been lacking in con¬ 
sistency this term. Their pack of forwards is certainly adequate 
but their strength is outside the scrum and they really should be 
trying to move the ball away from the breakdown quickly and 
more often than they sometimes do.
